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REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 

To  the  Honorable  President  mid  Members  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Charities  of  Pennsylvania. 

Gentlemen  : — 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Dixmont  Hospital  have 
the  honor  to  submit  to  you  this  report  of  the  Hospital  for 
the  period  from  September  30,  1918,  to  June  1,  1920.  This 
report  is,  as  usual,  accompanied  by  the  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent, together  with  detailed  information  showing  the 
operation  of  the  Insitution  and  its  varied  activities. 

In  accordance  with  your  request  and  by  a  resolution 
adopted  by  the  Executive  Committee  in  compliance  there- 
with, the  fiscal  year  of  the  Hospital  now  ends  May  31.  In 
order,  therefore,  to  carry  out  the  provision  of  this  resolution 
the  present  report  covers  a  period  of  twenty  months. 
Another  change  in  the  preparation  of  this  report  is  the 
adoption  of  statistical  tables,  in  conformity  with  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  American  Medico-Psychological  Association.  It 
is  our  belief  these  changes  are  not  only  progressive  in  char- 
acter, but  in  the  future  Vv^ill  greatly  simplify  the  clerical 
work  of  the  Hospital,  and  enable  the  statistician  to  obtain 
such  uniform  information  as  more  directly  conforms  with 
the  present  knowledge  and  classification  of  mental  disease. 

In  the  management  of  the  Hospital,  many  unlooked  for 
problems  and  added  responsibilities  have  been  encountered, 
owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  and  disturbed  conditions  pre- 
vailing following  the  war.  These  conditions  have  been  hard 
to  meet  and  at  times  most  trying  and  discouraging  to  the 
Managers.  These  unsettled  conditions  have  exceeded  all 
expectations  to  such  an  extent  that  at  times  we  were  unable 
to  give  our  patients  little  more  than  custodial  care.  With 
our  force  of  employees  so  reduced  in  number  in  all  depart- 
ments and  oft-times  the  employment  of  young  and  inexperi- 
enced and  irresponsible  men  and  women  to  care  for  our 
people  it  is  most  gratifying  to  report  the  uniformly  good 
health  that  prevails  in  our  entire  household. 

The  rapid  as  well  as  unheard  of  increase  in  the  price 
of  all  commodities  and  supplies,  and  the  advance  in  salaries 
and  wages  has  also  confronted  the  Managers  and  notwith- 
standing the  exercising  of  the  closest  economy,  it  has  been 
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impossible  to  maintain  the  Hospital  within  the  bounds  of 
its  prssGnt  rosourcGs. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  an  additional  ap- 
propriation was  granted,  to  enable  us  to  complete  the  build- 
ing of  our  new  power  plant.  It  has  now  been  in  operation 
for  several  months  and  has  accomplished  a  marked  saving 
in  fuel  and  operating  expenses.  The  plant  is  very  substan- 
tially built,  is  quite  complete  in  its  equipment,  and  in  design 
conforms  with  modern  methods  for  generating  power.  The 
completion  of  this  building  has  removed  the  feeling  of  anx- 
iety and  dread  of  some  calamity  that  might  occur  with  our 
old  and  worn-out  boilers. 

During  the  period  included  in  this  report  nine  of  our 
Managers  were  called  by  death.  Mr.  William  M.  Kennedy, 
who  died  April  9,  1920,  and  Mr.  Ogden  M.  Edwards,  whose 
death  occurred  April  21,  1920,  had  long  been  intimately 
associated  with  the  management  of  this  hospital ;  for  years 
they  were  members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Mr.  Ken- 
nedy for  a  number  of  years  was  President  of  the  Hospital. 
Their  deep  interest  in  all  that  pertained  to  the  welfare  of  the 
Hospital,  their  integrity,  business  ability  and  high  character, 
endeared  them  to  their  associates  upon  the  Board,  and  their 
solicitude  for  the  comfort  of  the  patients  won  for  them  many 
lasting  friendships  among  our  dependent  people.  The  other 
members  were  Mr.  Frank  S.  Bissell,  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie, 
Mr.  Henry  C.  Frick,  Mr.  M.  K.  McMullen,  Mr.  D.  E.  Park, 
Mr.  Charles  H.  Spang,  and  Miss  Matilda  Denny. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee,  as  well 
as  frequent  individual  visits  and  inspection  of  the  Hospital 
by  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  have  been  the 
means  of  keeping  the  members  closely  informed  upon  all 
subjects  ralating  to  the  conduct  of  the  Institution  and  more 
particularly  as  to  the  difficulties  already  referred  to  in  its 
management. 

In  so  far  as  our  means  would  permit,  all  needed  ordinary 
repairs  to  buildings  have  been  made.  No  new  work  of  any 
kind  has  been  ordered. 

In  concluding  this  report  the  Managers  again  renew 
their  feelings  of  appreciation  to  the  officers  and  employees 
who  have  so  nobly  remained  in  the  service  of  the  Hospital, 
and  whose  loyalty  and  efficient  co-operation  has  done  so 
much  to  promote  whatever  measure  of  success  has  been 
achieved.

I  have  the  honor  to  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report  of  the  Hospital  for  the  period  from  September  30, 
1918,  to  June  1,  1920.

The  statistical  table  herewith  presented  shows  the  pop- 
ulation of  the  Institution  remains  far  in  excess  of  its  normal 
capacity,  the  actual  number  in  our  wards  remaining  about 
the  same  as  at  the  close  of  the  last  bi-ennial  period.  For  the 
twenty  months  covered  by  this  report  the  highest  number 
of  patients  in  the  house  upon  any  one  day  was  ten  hundred 
and  sixty;  the  lowest  number  nine  hundred  and  sixteen; 
while  the  average  number  upon  our  books  was  nine  hundred 
and  eighty-eight. 

Four  hundred  and  thirty-four  patients  were  admitted 
for  the  first  time,  their  records  showing  they  had  never 
before  been  a  resident  of  an  institution  of  this  character. 
Forty-one  patients  were  admitted  who  had  at  one  time  been 
former  patients  in  this  Hospital,  though  the  number  of  their 
re-admissions  is  not  shown.  Thirty-one  patients  were 
brought  to  us  from  other  institutions,  general  hospitals,  and 
hospitals  for  the  insane. 
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The  character  of  the  admissions  and  the  varied  lorms 
of  mental  disease  presented,  differ  in  no  respect  from  those 
of  former  years.  The  same  statement  is  equally  true  as  to 
the  various  causes  assigned  for  each  individual  case.  Very 
much  information  that  may  enter  into  the  history,  there- 
fore, at  time  of  admission  is  often  unreliable,  and  it  remains 
for  the  attending  medical  officer  to  obtain  such  data  as  he 
knows  is  trustworthy  as  opportunity  affords,  and  m  doing 
so  he  is  assisted,  in  large  measure,  by  the  laboratory  reports. 
Of  more  than  ordinary  interest  at  this  time,  it  may  be 
here  noted  of  the  total  admissions  one  hundred  and  ten  were 
recorded  upon  the  books  of  the  institution  as  abstainers  m 
the  use  of  alcohol,  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  were  tem- 
perate in  its  use,  eighty  were  drinkers  or  intemperate, 
though  to  what  degrees  we  do  not  know,  and  m  ninety  cases 
we  were  unable  to  obtain  any  information  upon  this  question. 

Ninety-four  patients  were  discharged  upon  our  books 
as  having  recovered,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  were 
much  improved  at  time  of  leaving  the  Hospital.    Of  chis 
latter  number,  it  may  be  presumed,  several  made  good  re- 
coveries at  home.    Twenty-four  patients  were  taken  home 
by  their  friends  in  an  unimproved  condition.   One  hundred 
male  patients  were  transferred  to  the  new  State  Hospital  at 
Torrence,  Westmoreland  County,  by  order  of  the  Board  ot 
Lunacy,  and  by  the  same  authority  twelve  patients  were 
transferred  to  the  State  Hospital,  Farview,  Pa.  There  were 
two  hundred  and  twenty  deaths  during  the  period,  ot  this 
number  forty-one  deaths  resulted  from  tubercular  disease. 
Nineteen  patients  died  from  pneumonia,  nineteen  _  from 
Brights  disease,  thirteen  from  some  form  of  heart  disease, 
six  patients  died  from  apoplexy.   In  nine  deaths  the  patients 
were  epileptics,  and  from  paresis  there  were  thirty-three 
deaths.   One  male  patient  committed  suicide.   The  Coroner 
was  immediately  notified,  and  upon  careful  inquiry  exoner- 
ated the  attendants  from  all  censure.    Two  patients  were 
over  fifty  years  of  age  at  time  of  death,  twelve  patients  were 
over  sixty  years,  sixteen  patients  were  aged  seventy  years 
or  over,  and  four  patients  were  over  eigiity  years  of  age  at 
time  of  death.    The  records  of  the  Hospital  also  show,  of 
those  who  died,  forty  patients  had  been  in  the  care  of  the 
institution  less  than  one  month ;  sixty-one  patients  for  peri- 
ods under  one  year,  thirty  patients  had  been  m  the  Hospital 
over  two  years,  twenty-seven  over  five  years,  thirty-one  over 
ten  years,  fourteen  for  twenty  years  or  over,  three  over 
thirty  years,  and  one  over  forty  years  at  time  of  death. 

Upon  three  occasions  it  became  necessary  to  establish 
and  maintain  a  rigid  quarantine.  In  October  and  November, 
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1918,  during  the  Influenza  Epidemic,  the  Institution  was 
practically  isolated  for  six  weeks.  For  a  second  time  it  was 
thought  best  to  quarantine  the  Hospital  during  the  Influenza 
in  1919.  For  the  very  thorough  observance  of  all  rules  by 
our  employees  during  these  long  and  tiresome  weeks,  we 
may,  in  large  measure,  attribute  our  escape  from  the  awful- 
ness  of  this  disease.  The  presence  of  a  case  of  diphtheria, 
in  a  nevv^ly  admitted  patient,  compelled  us  for  the  third  time 
to  quarantine  the  Hospital.  Several  cases  of  this  disease 
developed,  resulting  in  four  deaths.  For  several  months 
there  has  been  no  new  case  and  we  feel  this  trouble  is  over. 

Particularly  would  I  at  this  time  commend  to  your  fav- 
orable notice  the  medical  work  of  the  Hospital  throughout 
the  very  trying  period  unheard  of  in  the  history  of  the 
Institution.  That  the  standard  of  care  of  our  patients 
should  not  be  lowered  was  only  accomplished  by  almost 
superhuman  eff"ort  upon  the  remaining  members  of  the  staff, 
and  the  very  faithful  and  efl'icient  service  of  our  greatly 
diminished  number  of  employees.  The  greatest  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  and  in  keeping  a  suffcient 
number  of  employees  in  all  departments,  so  that  the  work 
of  the  Hospital  has,  at  times,  been  greatly  interfered  with. 
Particularly  so  has  there  been  diflciculty  in  securing  nurses 
and  attendants.  To  those  of  our  number  who  remained 
with  us  throughout  this  long  period  of  unrest  and  whose 
devotion  to  the  unfortunate  caused  them  to  refuse  the  allur- 
ing and  better  paying  positions  so  easily  obtained,  we  owe 
a  lasting  debt  of  gratitude. 

The  report  of  the  Laboratory  shows  a  greatly  dimin- 
ished amount  of  work  in  this  department  also,  largely  due 
to  our  difficulty  in  obtaining  materials  and  the  absence  upon 
military  duty  of  the  usual  medical  assistance. 

The  number  of  autopsies  falls  below  that  of  former 
years. 

Upon  request  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  a  very 
complete  report  and  record  of  the  many  war  activities  and 
Red  Cross  Work  of  the  Hospital,  employees,  and  patients 
and  of  those  of  our  household  who  gave  themselves  and 
their  lives  that  we  might  win  the  war,  was  recently  for- 
warded to  that  department;  there  to  be  maintained  as  a 
permanent  record,  a  patriotic  contribution  and  noble  sacri- 
fice in  the  worlds  greatest  calamity. 

The  patients  as  usual  have  been  usefully  employed  in 
the  many  occupations  to  be  found  in  an  Institution  of  this 
magnitude.  Fully  recognizing  the  therapeutic  value  of  such 
employment  the  greatest  care  was  exercised  in  the  selection 
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of  work  best  adapted  to  recent  cases.  In  the  older  patients, 
or  those  whose  disease  had  become  chronic,  with  httle  hope 
of  recovery,  diver sional  occupation  is  an  aid  m  retarding 
mental  deterioration  as  well  as  insuring  to  the  patient  a 
measure  of  contentment  and  happiness.  Many  patients  pre- 
ferred work  upon  the  farm,  while  others  were  employed  in 
the  mechanical  departments  and  in  the  various  industries. 
The  very  creditable  reports  of  the  instructors  m  the  Arts 
and  Crafts  Department  and  in  the  Industrial  Building  per- 
haps best  show  to  what  extent  they  have  been  employed  as 
well  as  the  economic  value  to  the  Hospital. 

Of  eoual  value  may  be  included  recreation  and  enter- 
tainment In  caring  for  our  household.  During  the  summer 
months  ball  games  were  held  Saturday  afternoons,  which 
were  attended  by  an  audience  filling  the  grand  stand,  and 
much  interest  and  enthusiasm  was  shown  m  the  game. 
Picnic  parties  were  frequently  given  and  the  long  summer 
evenings  were  passed  pleasantly  by  many  of  our  number 
upon  the  lawns.  Many  of  the  patients  were  taken  ridmg 
over  the  beautiful  country  roads  surrounding  the  Hospital 
property. 

Within  doors  the  wards  were  made  as  attractive  as  pos- 
sible with  books,  current  literature  and  entertainments  trom 
time  to  tim_e.  Every  effort  was  put  forth  to  promote  a  feel- 
ing of  homelikeness  and  comfort  as  well  as  break  the  mo- 
notony of  hospital  life.  ^-^  ,    ^    ^  „a 

The  greenhouse  furnished  many  beautiful  plants  ana 
cut  flowers,  which  were  distributed  to  the  wards  and  dinmg 

^°°"Religious  services  were  conducted  on  Sunday  afternoon 
in  so  far  as  conditions  would  permit. 

Under  the  direction  of  our  very  capable  Directress  ot 
Nurses,  the  work  of  the  training  school  for  nurses  has  been 
carried  on  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner.  _  The  course  of 
instruction  comprising  three  years,  the  junior  year  ot 
which  must  be  spent  in  one  of  the  large  general  hospitals 
is  a  very  thorough  one,  and  conforms  to  the  requirements  of 
the  State  Board  of  Nurses.  It  is  most  gratifymg  to  mention 
in  this  indefinite  manner,  the  many  positions  of  trust  and 
resnonsibility  held  by  graduates  of  our  school  and  the  ser- 
vk^they  rendered  in  hospital  and  Red  Cross  work  abroad 
and  at  home  during  the  war  the  f^raduating 

On  Thursday  evening,  June  12,  1919,  the  giaauaung 
exercises  of  the  school  were  held  and  diplomas  awarded  to 
fife  young  women  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Man- 

'^'^Th'^e'rlpott  ?/the?a?mer  shows  the  verv  excellent  con- 
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dition  of  this  department.  Never  did  the  farm  lands  look 
better,  and  never  have  we  had  such  abundant  crops  of  all 
staple  articles;  vegetables,  berries,  and  fruit.  In  addition, 
all  farm  buildings  have  been  kept  in  repair,  as  also  the  fences 
and  roads  over  the  property.  The  dairy  consists  of  regis- 
tered Ayrshires  and  Jerseys. 

Owing  to  the  unusual  conditions  prevailing,  we  have 
again  been  compelled  to  exercise  the  closest  economy  in  the 
supervision  of  all  expenditures.  Only  such  repairs  as  were 
regarded  absolutely  imperative  for  the  care  and  protection 
of  property  and  buildings  were  made,  no  improvements  were 
undertaken.  The  patients  were  comfortable  and  all  needed 
wants  provided  them. 

The  following  changes  occurred  in  the  medical  staff: 
October  3,  1918,  Dr.  Percy  K.  Heller,  who  had  filled  the 
position  of  third  assistant  physician,  resigned  to  accept  a 
commission  in  the  Medical  Corps  of  the  United  States  Army. 

January  2,  1919,  Dr.  M.  F.  Nunez,  of  Austin,  Texas,  was 
appointed  a  member  of  the  Staff  and  remained  in  the  service 
of  the  Hospital  until  May  13,  1920,  resigning  to  accept  a 
very  responsible  position  in  South  America. 

August  6,  1919,  Dr.  William  T.  Hall  was  chosen  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Staff. 

May  12, 1920,  Dr.  Charles  M.  Denison  resigned  to  accept 
a  position  in  the  middle  west. 

June  1,  1920,  Dr.  Charles  T.  Francis,  of  Pittsburgh, 
became  a  member  of  the  Staff. 

To  my  medical  associates  and  members  of  the  consulting 
staff,  all  resident  officers,  nurses,  attendants,  and  employees 
who  remamed  and  gave  to  the  Hospital  their  full  measure  of 
loyalty  and  earnest  endeavor  under  many  discouragements 
am  I  duly  grateful ;  without  their  cooperation  and  faithful- 
ness the  success  attained  would  have  been  impossible. 

In  closing  this  report  may  I  again  be  permitted  to 
thank  the  members  of  your  Board,  and  more  particularly 
the  Executive  Committee,  for  their  continued  helpfulness 
so  f  reely  accorded  me,  and  their  earnestness  to  promote  the 
health  and  happiness  of  our  patients  and  advance  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Institution.

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PATHOLOGICAL  REPORT 

The  laboratory  has  continued  to  give  valuable  service 
to  the  hospital  as  in  the  past. 

The  Wasserman  Blood  Test  was  performed  in  all  newly 
admitted  patients  and  a  spinal  fluid  examination  made  in 
the  positive  cases. 

As  a  prophylactic  measure  the  majority  of  the  patients 
in  the  hospital  received  the  typhoid-paratyphoid  vaccine. 
This  vaccine  was  supplied  from  the  hospital  laboratory. 

Owing  to  an  outbreak  of  diphtheria,  throat  cultures 
were  taken  of  nearly  all  the  patients  in  the  hospital  and 
those  found  positive  were  isolated  in  separate  buildings  and 
not  returned  to  the  wards  until  three  negative  cultures  were 
obtained.  All  recently  admitted  patients  and  a  large  num- 
ber of  those  remaining  in  the  hospital  were  given  immuniz- 
ing doses  of  diphtheritic  anti-toxin. 

The  water  and  milk  supply  for  the  hospital  were  ex- 
amined routinely  once  every  two  weeks.

RULES  FOR  THE  ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS 

1.  Preparatory  to  the  admission  of  a  patient,  unless  when  com- 
mitted by  order  of  a  court,  the  Superintendent  shall  be  furnished 
with  the  certificate  'of  two  physicians,  who  have  been  in  practice  for 
five  years  or  mor  e,  that  they  have  seperately  seen  and  examined  the 
individual  within  two  weeks  of  the  date  of  admission,  and  believe 
him  or  her  to  be  insane,  and  these  certificates  shall  be  sworn  to  before 
some  alderman  or  judicial  officer,  (the  oath  before  a  notary  public  is 
illegal)  with  the  order  of  near  relative  or  friend  that  the  patient 
may  be  received  into  the  Hospital,  with  a  statement  as  required  by 
law,  and  a  bond  with  satisfactory  security,  for  the  payment  of  board 
and  other  expense  while  in  the  Institution.  All  private  patients  thus 
received  shall  make  a  paym.ent  of  thirteen  weeks'  board  in  advance, 
when  brought  to  the  Hospital,  no  part  of  which  shall  be  refunded  if 
taken  away  uncured,  and  against  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
physician. 

2.  Whenever  a  patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  order  of  the 
Court,  the  order  or  warrant,  or  a  copy  thereof,  or,  if  sent  by  the 
Directors  of  Poor,  an  order  sent  by  the  Directors  or  their  agent 
accompanied  by  the  Certificate  of  Insanity,  as  required  by  law,  shall 
be  lodged  with  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital. 

3.  Each  patient,  before  admission,  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean 
and  be  free  from  vermin,  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

4.  Each  male  patient  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three  new 
shirts,  a  new  and  substantial  coat,  vest,  and  pantaloons,  three  pairs 
socks,  two  pairs  drawers,  two  undershirts,  a  hat  or  cap,  cravat, 
collars,  handkerchiefs,  shoes,  and  one  pair  of  slippers. 

5.  Each  female  patient  shall  have  three  calico  dresses,  four 
chemises,  three  pairs  drawers,  three  pairs  hose,  three  nightgowns, 
two  flannel,  skirts,  one  Balmoral  skirt,  two  muslin  skirts,  six  hand- 
kerchiefs, four  collars,  two  pairs  shoes,  one  shawl  or  cloak,  and  one 
hat  or  hood. 

6.  It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should  be 
sent  with  those  accustomed  to  it,  that  when  their  health  is  improved 
or  when  they  attend  religious  worship,  walk  or  ride  out,  their  self- 
respect  may  be  preserved. 

In  all  cases  the  patient's  best  clothing  should  be  sent;  it  will  be 
carefully  preserved  and  only  used  when  deemed  necessary  for  the 
purpose  above  mentioned.  Jewelry,  and  all  superfluous  articles  of 
dress,  knives,  etc.,  should  be  left  at  home,  as  they  are  liable  to  be 
lost,  and  for  which  the  officers  of  the  Hospital  are  not  responsible. 
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All  clothing,  if  not  taken  away  at  the  time  of  the  patient's  re- 
moval, or  within  three  months  afterward,  will  be  disposed  of  as  the 
officers  of  the  Hospital  may  think  best,  and  no  compensation  what- 
ever will  be  made  therefor. 

7.  A  wiitten  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  with  the  patient, 
and,  if  possible,  some  one  acquainted  with  the  individual  should  ac- 
company him  or  her  to  the  Hospital,  and  from  whom  minute,  but  often 
essential  particulars  may  be  learned.  All  women  patients  must  be 
accompanied  to  the  Hospital  by  some  female  friend  as  required  by 
law. 

8.  The  price  of  board,  including-  washing,  mending,  and  atten- 
dance for  all  who  are  supported  at  the  public  charge,  $5.00  per  week. 
For  private  patients;,  or  those  supported  by  themselves  or  their 
friends  the  price  varies  from  fifteen  dollars,  according  to  the  trouble 
and  expense  incurred,  and  according  to  their  ability  to  pay.  Higher 
prices  are  paid  by  special  agreement  with  the  physician,  for  extra 
attention  and  accommodation. 

Payments  are  to  be  made  quarterly,  in  advance. 

9.  A  bond,  with  satisfactory  sureties,  will  be  required  for  the 
payment  of  the  board  and  expenses,  for  the  removal  of  the  patient 
when  discharged,  of  all  persons,  excepting  those  sent  at  the  expense 
of  the  counties  or  townships. 

Those  who  bring  friends  should  be  prepared  ti  give  a  bond,  and, 
if  strangers,  furnish  evidence  of  their  responsibility. 

10.  All  bills  remaining  unpaid  one  month  after  date  of  presen- 
tation are  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Solicitor  of  the  Hospital  for 
collection. 

11.  As  the  diet  of  the  patients  is  under  the  absolute  control  of 
the  Superintendent,  no  nuts,  candies,  cake,  or  other  edibles  shall  be 
given  to  the  patients,  by  their  friends  or  visitors,  without  his  express 
permission. 

12.  Visitors  are  admitted  to  inspect  the  Institution  on  Wednes- 
days and  Saturdays  betwee^n  the  hours  of  10  A.  M.  and  12  M.  and 
between  2  and  4  P.  M. ;  but  no  visitor  shall  be  admitted  to  the  wards 
occupied  by  the  patients,  without  express  permission  from  the  Super- 
intendent; and  especial  care  is  taken  that  no  amount  of  visiting 
is  permitted  that  shall  prove  injurious  to  the  patient.  No  visitors 
shall  be  admitted  on  holidays  or  on  Sundays. 

Visitors  will  please  not  intrude  on  the  grounds  used  by  the 
patients,  or  give  to  or  receive  anything  from  patients. 

13.  The  Hospital  is  located  eight  miles  west  of  Pittsburgh,  on 
the  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  &  Chicago  Railroad,  at  Dixmont,  and  can 
easily  be  reached  by  cars,  there  being  many  trains  (east  and  west) 
each  day,  (except  Sunday),  stopping  at  the  Hospital  Station.  The 
street  cars  also  run  within  a  short  distance  of  the  Institution. 

14.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients,  and  all  communi- 
cations in  regard  to  the  condition,  health,  bills,  etc.,  of  those  who  are 
in  the  Hospital,  shall  be  made  to  the  Superintendent. 

15.  The  Superintendent  can  be  seen  at  the  Hospital,  every  week 
day,  Sundays  by  appointment. 

16.  As  Dixmoint  Station  has  an  Express  Office,  all  goods  may 
be  sent  to  the  Hospital  direct  by  express  or  freight,  as  may  be 
preferred. 

17.  The  friends  of  patients  can  communicate  with  the  Institu- 
tion by  telegraph  and  telephone.
